Councilman Julius Haller will intro- 
duce in the Council tonight an ordinance 
providing for @ special election In June 
on the $2,750,000 Reber- approach bond is- 
sue to complete the free bridge. The 
same ordinance also will be introduced 
in the House of Delegates. 

Councilman Haller notified the Citi- 


zens’ Free Bridge Committee, Tuesday, 
that he had decided to introduce the or- 
dinance to give the Municipal Assembly 
one more opportunity to call a special 
bond issue election without making it 
Necessary for the initiative to take its 
course under the petitions filed with the 
Board of Election Commissioners. 

The Municipal Assembly, by prompt 
action on the bill, can call the election 
in June, without making it necesary to 
wait until November, under the initia- 
tive process. If the Municipal Assem- 
bly should fail to act on the Haller bili) 
the initiative petitions will insure an 
election in November. 


Council Likely to Pass I 
The Citizens’ Committee is - the 


opinion that the’ Haller bfll will be 
passed by the Council without a dis- 
senting vote. The committee believes 
the House of Delegates also will pass 
the bill. Several former members of 
the House combine have declared they 
will vote for a bill calling an election 
direct on the bond issue, without making 
two elections necegsary under the intia. 
tive, . 

The Board of Election Commissioners 
ts verifying the initiative petitions filed 
Ly the Citizens’ Committee Monday af- 
t«ernoon. The petitions contained the sig 
natures of 61,713 registered voters of 
St. Louis, being the biggest petition 
ever filed under the initiative in anv 
city in the United States. 

Several hundred additional signatures 
were Peceived at the offices of the Citi- 
zen’s Committee Tuesday. These can- 
not be filed as a part of the original 
petitions, but will be held in reserve 
until the Board of Election Commission- 
ers completes its verification of the peti- 
tions filed Monday. 


Brinkop ed Son’s Blank. 
One of the petitions turned in too late 


to be filed was circulated in the fifth 
precinct of the Thirteenth Ward by 
Earry Brinkop. This petition contained 
the signature of former Assessor Chris- 
tian Brinkop, who himself turned ‘n 
petitions containing nearly 400 names. 
He signed his son's petition, and thereby 
failed to get his signature officially 
registered as favoring the speedy com- 
pletion of the free bridge. 

The Board of Election Commissioners 
will have 15 days in which to complete 
the verification of the petitions. The 
board then will certify to the Municipal 
Assembly the number of names of reg- 
igtered voters on the petitions.

Mrs. Frances, last Friday, was ac- 
cused by a saleswoman at the Kline

dress and concealing it in a hat box 
she carried. Detectives found the ereie’ 
and also wearing apparel identified as 
having been stolen from other stores. 
Mrs. Frances was wearing on a finger 
of her left hand a diamond ring worth 
about $600.

Mrs. Frances told the detectives she 
recently was separated from her hus- 
band, Henry Frances, of Pittsburg.

Postoffice Inspector Wynne said he 
would issue a warrant against. the 
woman, charging her with receiving sto- 
len goods.

WIFE SHOT EDITOR 


T0 KEEP CAILLAUX 
FROM KILLING HIM 


Mme. Caillaux Tells Magistrate 
She Had Obsession Husband 
Would Commit the Crime. 


SHE ‘FEARED EXPOSURE 


Says Dread of Publication of 
Private Letters Also Led 
to Assassination. 


PARIS, March 2#4.—“My fear of the 
consequences of the publication of some 
private correspondence in the Figaro 
led to my assassination of Gaston Cal- 
rette,’’ Mme. Caillaux told the exam- 
ining Magistrate today. 

‘“T also had been obsessed with the 
idea that my husband might be driven 
to commit the crime,” she said, ‘‘and 
so decided to do it myself.”’ 

These were the statements which the 
slayer of the editor of the Figaro made 
tcday when. she resumed the stand at 
the hearing before Magistrate Henri 
Beucard. It is expected that the testi- 
mony will be c#mpleted tomorrow and 
that the arguments. will be made on 
Thursday. 

The prisoner was weakened by her 
ordeal on the .stand yesterday and 
showed signs of a breakdown. In spite 
of this she held a.long conference with 


her husband over the turn of events In 


her case. Much of yesterday’s testi- 
mony <ended to confirm her. assertion 
that she believed M. Calmette had in his 
_ossession more letters of an even great- 
er damaging nature than the one he 
printed and that it was fear of the 
publication of them that inspired her 
to kill him. 
Princess Is a Witness. 

Fifteen ringleaders among the women 
prisoners in the Saint Lazare Peniten- 
tiary, who protested against special 
privileges being accorded to Mme. Cail- 
laux, were placed in isolation cells to- 
day as a punishment. 

The Princess. de Méesange-Esiradere, 
formerly society editor of the Figaro, 
said that at the time of the divorce of 
M. Caillaux and Mme. Dupre three let- 
ters were destroyed by mutual agree- 
ment in the presence of notaries, but 
that Mme. Dupre had retained photo- 
graphs of the letters. M. Caimette, she 
continued, knew of the existence of the 
photographs and offered $6000 to a per- 
son, whose name was not mentioned, to 
arrange an interview with the holder 
of the photograph. This offer was re- 
fused. M. Calmette made a similar of- 
fer to Princess de Mesange-Estradere, 
who also declined it. 

When the ‘“‘Thy Joe” letter appeared in 
the Figaro, the witness continued, Mme. 
Caillaux had reasonable grounds for 
supposing that M. Calmette had the 
other two. 

Mme. Theobald Chartran, widow of 
the noted artist, testified that she had 
heard discussion in newspaper circles 
on these letters. On leaving the wit- 
néss stand, Mme. Chartran kissed Mme. 
Caillaux affectionately. 


Confirms Princess’ Story. 

Isidore de Lara, composer, confirmed 
the declaration of Princess de Mes- 
ange-Estradere that at a luncheon par- 
ty of the Princess of Monaco, which 
Mme. Caillaux attended, he heard the 
Princess declare that M. Calmette hai 
offered $6000 to anyone who would ar- 
range an interview with Mme. Dupre; 
the holder of the letters. M. de Lara 
further testified that he heard Mme. 
Caillaux say in the conversation which 
followed, apparently referring to her 
husband: ‘“‘They will finish by killing 
him.”’ 

Mme. Caillaux was very indignant, he 
said, and expressed the fear that wai. 
Calmette would not content himself 
with attacking the politics of M. Cail- 
laux, but would carry the war to his 
private life. 

He saw Mme. Caillaux the following 
day, when she again expressed appre- 
hension regarding the publication of 
private letters. She spoke of her inten- 
tion to take court proceedings against 
M. Calmette, but guests present pointed 
out that M. Calmette undoubtedly would 
raise the question of her incompetence 
in the court. 

“Violence Far From Thoughts.” 

The witness concluded by giving pre- 
cise details of Mme. Caillaux’s appar- 
ent state of mind on the eve of the 
crime. He believed then that violence 
was far from her thoughts. They wers 
to have met at a reception at the Ital- 
lan embassy Monday, March 16, the 
day of the shooting. She had expressed 
regret that she tvould not be able to oe 
present except for a short.time at a 
concert which he was to give March 20. 

Magistrate Boucard was unable yes- 
terday to take the evidence of the Prin- 
cess of Monaco, the other witness called 
by Mme. Caillaux to support her story. 
As she is a sovereign Princess her depo- 
sition can be taken only at her resi- 
dence, in accordance with the rules laid 
down by the international law of diplo- 
matic usages. 

The Parliamentary inquiry into the 
Rochette case was continued at the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday. Mau- 
rice Bernard, attorney for Rochette, 
again was called. He refused to divulge 
the name of the individual who had as- 
sured him that the adjournment of tne 
Rochette trial had only to be requested 
to be granted.

Miss Coonsman will receive $2000 with 
which to furnish the completed design. 
The remaining. $2000 was spent on the 
.basin for the fountain. The specifica- 
tions are so arranged that the bronze 
work and the. granite base will cost 
about $2000, so that all Miss Coonsman 
will get for her work will be the honor 
of having been the successful compet- 
itor and having her work placed in. the 
library garden. 

The design must be completed within a 
year. Miss Coonsman at once will be- 
gin making the. 6-foot figures in clay 
and then cast them in .plaster. This 
will be sent to a.bronze works either in 
Chicago or New York, where it will be 
cast in bronze. 

Second Award to Her Partner. 

Nine models, which were entered in 
competition by six sculptors, are on 
exhibition at the Artists’ Guild, Union 
Dhoulevard, near Von Versen avenue.

OMAN CLAIMANT |) js 
T0 EWALD ESTATE 


Attorney Says Ellen Golden 
Posed as Wife of St. Louisan 
Before She Met Millionaire. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 24.—That 
Ellen Golden, who, as Mrs. Louis P. 
Ewald, is seeking $1,750,000 of the per- 
sonalty and her share of the realty of 
the estate of Louis P. Ewald, on the 
claim that she was his common-law 
wife, already had contracted one com- 
mon law marriage in St. Louis. when 
she met Ewald was the assertion made 
by W. W. Crawford, attorney, in his 
statement today, to the jury on behalf 
of the trust company representing the 
children of Ewald and Ellen Golden, 
to whom the former St. Louis iron- 
master left his property. 

Crawford argued that there must be 
a limit on common law marriages in! 
Missouri and that there is no legal way 
by which Ellen Golden could dissolve 
the common-law marriage she had en- 
tered into with one Charlies Seaman, 
with whom she is alleged to have lived 
in St. Louis as his wife before Ewald 
met her. Crawford said that 600 let- 
ters were found among Ewald’s effects 
that had passed between Ewald and 
Ellen Golden, and that not one alluded 
to either party as husband or wife. 

Elien Golden wag the first witnéss. 
She testified that she was 51 years old 
and the plaintiff’s counsel started tv 
ask her about her alleged common law 
marriage contract with Ewald in §&t. 
Louis. 

The defense objected to any exami- 
nation as to agreements or transac- 
tions with Ewald, because the other 
party is dead. Judge Fields sustained 
the objection. 

Ewald adopted the three children of 
Ellen Golden and left to them in trust 
approximately $2,000,000 of his persona! 
estate. The defense, in an amended an- 
swer to her suit, which was made part 
of the record, contended that Ewald 
had described himself in his will as un- 
married ata that Ellen Golden, by con- 
senting to Ewald’s adopting her chil- 
Gren, had repudiated any claim that 
marriage ever had existed between 
them. 

Matt O’Dougherty, attorney for the 
plaintiff, told the jury the history of 
Ellen Golden’s life from the time she 
went to St. Loyis from Williamsport, 
Pa., 24 years ago. He said she worked 
in a restaurant in St. Louis and then 
fell into a disreputable environment, 
where she met Ewald and formed a 
common-law marriage. From that time 
on, the lawyer declared, she lived with 
Ewald and was known as his wife, bear- 
ing him three children, whom he later 
adopted. 

Letters in which Ewald mentioned a 
pledge ring given to her will be intro- 
duced in evidence, it is said. The actions 
of Ewald when the plaintiff left him in 
1906 vpelll ‘be described, - aeres : 

The trial has disclosed the double life 
When 
he first came here with Ellen Golden 
he lived on Preston street. Ewald took 
her name and was known as “John P. 
Golden, traveling salesman,” in that 
neighborhood. At the same time in 
business circles he was Louis P. Ewald, 
the millionaire iron manufacturer. The 
city directories of Louisville at that 
time contained the names of both John 
P. Golden and Louis P. Ewald. They 
were one and the same person.

Animal Brought From Germany 
for Use in Operation On Lad 
in a Baltimore Hospital. 


BALTIMORB, March 24.—At the Bal- 
timore Eye, Ear and Throat Hospital, 
the cornea of the eye of a pig was graft- 
ed on the eye of a 3-months-old boy. The 
pig was brought from Germany for the 
purpose. The patient is David Kane, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Herman Kane. 
Kane is manager of a hotel in Gettys- 
burg. 

It is said by surgeons at the hospital 
that every indication points to the suc- 
cess of the operation, although the 
grafting of an animal's cornea on the 
human eye has hever proved success- 
ful. In former operations, however, the 
cornea used was that of a rabbit. Yes- 
terday’s operation was the first in which 
the eye of a pig was used. 
| The Kane child was born blind and 
has beén in the institution since it was 
@ weeks old. Several weeks ago, by a 
more ordinary operation, the sight of 
its right eye was made almost perfect. 

The pig died under the influence of 
ether.

PAGEANT GROUNDS 
A Bla PROBLEM 


Albert Bond Lambert Proposes 
Temporary Loading and Un- 
loading Track in Lindell 
Boulevard, 


COMMITTEE WANTS IDEAS 


Suggestions Sought as to Best 
Method of Transporting 
80,000 Persons Daily. 


Plans for carrying the crowds to and 
from the Pageant and Masque of St. 
Louis, in western Forest Park, May 28- 
31, soon will be made by the Pageant 


Transportation Committee, of which 
George J. Tansey is chairman. 

The transportation problem is virtual- 
ly a repetition of that encountered in 
the Forest Park aviation events of Oc- 
tober, 1909. In view of this fact, a 
Post-Dispatch reported asked Albert 
Bond Lambert, who managed those 
events, for his opinion as to the best 
plan. Lambert is a member of the 
Pageant Transportation Committee. 

Lambert, after a visit to the grounds 
and an inspection of present transpor- 


porary change in the strect car ar-. 
rangements, and the laying of a tem- 
porary single track on Lindell boule- 
vard, from Skinker road to De Bali- 
viere avenue, would be necessary. With- 
out such arrangements, he said, the 
handling of the crowds would be so im- 
perfect as to mar the success of the 
Pageant. 
To Handle 80,000 Persons. 

Of the 60,000 to 80,000 persons who are 
expected to attend the Pageant on each 
of the four afternoons, the greater part 
will come by way of the De .Bali- 
viere entrance of Forest Park. The 
street car lines now running near that 
entrance are the University (Olive), 
Union and Hamilton lines. For spe- 
cial purposes, the Delmar (Olive) cars 
also could be routed that way. 

At present, the Union and Hamilton 
lines use the tracks of the University 
line, at Berlin and De Baliviere ave- 
nues, as a Y-switch, for reversing cars. 
This arrangement, an awkward one in 
ordinary times, would be intolerable in 
the handling of a great crowd, Lambert 
said. 

Lambert also pointed out that the dis- 
tance from the present loading and un- 
loading place, at Berlin and De Bali- 
viere avenues, to the nearer side of 
Art Hill, is 3000 feet, or more than a 
half mile, and to the farther side 3690 
feet. A nearer unloading point is de- 
sirable, he declared... It cannot be found 
on the University line, which runs over 
a long viaduct west of De Baliviere ave- 
nue. . eiiieie ie 


Proposes Special Track. 

He said the switching problem would 
be solved, and the best place for load- 
ing and unloading would be provided 
by the laying of a temporary single 
track in Lindéll boulevard, from De 
Baliviere to Skinker, with connections 
with the University line at each end. 

This special track would be laid on 
the surface of the street and would-be 
used for gastbound cars. Persons going 
to the park would remain on the car’ 
until after the turn east from Skinker 
road, and would get off just west of 
River des Peres, 1600 feet from the west 
side of Art Hill. During the latter part 
of the performance cars would be 
parked on the special track to await 
the crowds at the close of the perform- 
ance, and they would be loaded at the 
unloading point and all along the spe- 
cial track. ; 

One objection is likely to be made to 
Lambert's plan. This is that a grade 
crossing over the Wabash and Rock 
Island railroad tracks would be required 
in making the connection on De Bali- 
viere avenue between the special track 
on Lindell and the main line on Berlin. 
Lambert said this was not so serious 
a problem as it might seem, since. there 
now are street car tracks in De wsali- 
viere avenue and across the railroad 
tracks. The railroads and the city au- 
thorities would have to take especial 
precautions during the pageant days, 
Lambert said. 


Automobiles to Be Cared For. 

On pageant days, Lambert declared. 
the streets and park driveways be- 
tween the street car tracks and Art Hill 
should be closed to automobiles. This 
would include De Baliviere avenue anid 
Lindell boulevard, west of Union ave- 
nue. A plan for parking automobiles +o 
the east of the Pageant site should be 
worked out, Lambert said. 

The special street car arrangements, 
Lambert said, should be tsed not only 
on the days of the Pageant, but on the 
days immediately preceding, when thou- 
sands of the Pageant actors will be 
going to the grounds for rehearsal, and 
when many other persons will be going 
out to look over the stage and prepara- 
tions. He hopes other suggestions wil! 
be offered so that the Transportation 
Committee will have a variety of plans 
to choose from.

SPLIT OVER SIZE OF 
ALDERMAN BODY 


Aloe and McDonald Want 14 
Members .Instead of 28 
Now Agreed On. 


VOTE WILL BE’ TAKEN 


Question Will Be Disposed of 
When All the Freeholders 
Are at Meeeting. 


A serious division in the Board of 
Freeholders over the plan of a legisia- 
tive body to be provided in the new 
city charter became epparent Thurs- 


day night, when Louis P. Aloe called 
up the question of reducing the num- 
ber of members of the Board of Alder- 
men from 28 to 14. 

Aloe said he believed a serious mis- 
take had been made in providing for a 
Board of Aldermen of 28 members. 
Chairman Jesse McDonald agreed with 
Aloe, and said he believed the legisla- 
tive assembly provided in the new 
charter was worse than the present 
double house system. 

Aloe was absent from the meeting 
two weeks ago when the EKreeholders 
for a second time agreed on a Board 
of Aldermen of 2% members. Under 
the plan ,in the new charter these 28 
members ’ will be nominated at large 
and elected at-large, but each ward 
will be entitled to one member. 

Four Support Small House. 

The objection raised by Aloe was 
that the 28-member board defeated the 
idea of a short baflot, which is pre- 
vailing In all modern city governments. 
Aloe and Frederick N. Judson were 
absent when the last vote was taken 
on this question, but were recorded as 
voting for 14 members. Chairman Mc- 
Donald and Thomas J. Rowe were the 
other two members who supported the 
14 members idea. 


LFE IN FEAR OF 
ANOTHER COLLAPSE 


Writer Had Been in Poor Health 
for Month Following Re- 
covery Year Ago, 


STAMFORD, Conn., March 24.—Harry 
Thurston Peck, formerly a professor at 
Columbia University and a writer of 
note, who shot and killed himself yes- 
terday in his room in a cheap lodging 
house, is believed to have ended his life 
because he feared a recurrence of the 
mental trouble he suffered last year. 

Peck gained much: notoriety in the 
last few years through his. marital 
troubles and a breach of promise suit. 

Dr. Peck was seriously ill at Ithaca, 
Nea ¥., about a year ago, from a mental 


breakdown, and was thought to be 
dying. His divorced wife, Mrs. Caro- 
line D. Peck, a Christian Scientist, at- 
tended him, and he ultimately regained 
his strength. His second wife also was 
at his bedside, and there seemed to be 
no friction between the two women. 

Embarrassed by financial difficulties, 
Dr. Peck gave up his home, engaged a 
room in a lodging house and took his 
meals at a small restaurant. He was 
working on an encyclopedia for a New 
York publishing house.. His health had 
been delicate the last month. 

His body was taken in charge 
by his divorced wife, Mrs. Cornelia D. 
Peck, and his daughter, Miss Constance 
Peck. His second wife, who lives on 
Staten Island, was notified, but nothing 
has been heard from her.

For instance, if there 
is a fierce fire on the fifth or sixth floor of a 
building, cutting off all downward escape with 
many.people trapped in the upper floors, what 
is to be done?—two things—jump or burn to 
death. All thought has beefl devoted to means 
for descending. Why not also provide means Yor 
ascending? Why not provide scuttle hole roof 
exits with fron ladders arranged with a hand

Congress now has the advantage of Mr. Taft, 
who, as Secretary of War, passing upon the ques- 
tion of forfeiting the Merchants’ Bridge, decided 
that there should be proceedings in court to de- 
termine whether or not grounds for forfeiture ex- 
isted. The United States Supreme Court has de- 


3 cided, after consideration of all the facts in the 


case, that an illegal combination—a conspiracy 
in restraint of trade—existed between the St. 
Louis bridges and terminals under the manage- 
ment of the St. Louis wiabrenein Railway Asso- 
ciation. 

This decision affirms the charge that the charter 
of the Merchants’ Bridge was violated and the 
specific purpose for which the bridge was char- 
tered and built—the prevention of monopoly—was 
defeated. The Court ordered the reorganization of 
the combination, with the elimination of mo- 
nopoly contracts, practices and charges, on pain 
of dissolution. 

In the light of the facts and of the Supreme 
Court’s decision, the evasive explanations of 
Thomas M. Pierce, attorney for the Terminal, be- 
fore the Senate committee are pitiful. Even Mr. 
Pierce, pleading that the bridge combine’ had 
avoided violating the letter of the charter, ad- 
mitted it had violated the spirit; in short, that 
it had devised an ingenious scheme to nullify the 
intent and purpose of the congressional charter, 
without technical violation of the actual letter of 
the instrument. 

The plea is shameful and absurd, but assuming 
its correctness, will Congress countenance and 
condone the defeat of its purpose embodied in 


jlaw by ingenious and subtle deceptions and tech- 
nical evasions? Is the law’s intent to be ignored 
when a powerful combine of corporations want 


to’ twist its meaning to its oppressive and 


'| plundering schemes? 


' The charter prohibition of pooling or consolida- 
tion is clear. The proof of the organization of 
a monopoly combine in violation of the prohibi- 
tion is plain. This is the conclusion of the Court. 
It is admitted by the Terminal.

The issue is thus defined with translucent clar- 
ity.

That system 
is now tolerated in many states simply because its 
products are largely marketed in states other than 
those in which they are manufactured. Contrac- 
tors would find the exploitation of the labor of 
prisoners much less profitable if they were con- 
fined to the markets of the state in which they 
operate. States would throw the system out of 
their own prisons if assured that convict-made 
goods would not flow in through interstate chan- 
nels from the prisons of sister states. 
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Resolute adherence to the “tipless” policy at 
the reopened Southern Hotel will mean the same 
deference to the now exploited public at other 
hotels. With hotel graft cut out, a competitive 
condition is introduced which rivals cannot at 
ford to ignore.
